The crushing effect of this 
st on the middle classes is explained 
the Berlin Correspondent of the 
ever, who points out that Germany 
ore the war was a country of mortgages, 
ad that every landlord had mortgages on 
e houses which he owned—often tp to 
ifty or seventy per cent. ot his receipts 
from. rent. The greater part of these 
mortgages was paid off im paper money 
during the inflation period, and the 
mortgage-holdors have been ruined. Now 
a further ruin of unproductive capital 
is contemplated in the interests of the 
employers of labour. The old rents. on all 
houses will be restored; and the owners 
must pay one half of the assessed‘ rents 
to the Reich. The factory-owners may be 
able to endure this tax, but the smaller 
landlords, even though freed from their 
pte-war mortgages, will be hit very hardly. 
The plan amounts to a real estate 
guarantee for the foreign loan which is 
necessary to Germany’s economic exist- 
ence. I¢ will be enforced almost entirely. 
at the rentiers’ expense, since “big 
business “. anticipates an enormously 
stimulated export trade and Herr Stinnes 
has assured the working classes that they 
will not be required to pay their entire pre- 
war rents before they receive their entire 
pre-war wages. The French rentier will be 
in no mood to shout “Ve victis”’ ; for he, 
too, is in a bad way. The cost of living 
is rising in France as steadily as the franc 
is falling. Every day the people’s . dis- 
content finds new expression, ani the 
Government, with an eye on the next 
elections, is making elaborate, but appa- 
rently futile, efforts to deal with the 
problem. The municipal budget for Paris 
shows a deficit of more than forty million 
francs, and a swarm of new taxes—sych as 
increased tramway fares, a tax on public 
vehicles and a tax on fire insurance 
policies—is proposed. Parliament has 
passed financial bills which will exact a 
further seventy-five million grancs a year 
from Paris ratepayers t h the muni- 
cipality, and nearly three-quarters of this 
sum must be raised by direct taxation. 
The greater part of France’s new burdens 
will be borne by the middle classes. 
There, even more than.in Germany, the 
working-man is comparatively safe. It is 
the fixed incomes that suffer.

Enemies of Society. 

We do not think that there is any need 
to exhort the Free State Government to 
be vigilant in the protection, of the 
people’s property and the suppression of 
crime. Ministers have the best reasons to 
know how hardly. the country was re- 
deemed from chaos, and the best reasons 
to fear any serious relapse into disorder. 
Public confidence is a thing of slow and 
difficult growth. It has come into exist- 
ence now—confidence in the State's future 
and in the Government’s power to govern— 
but it is still a delicate plant and must be 
fostered with the utmost care.

Many wonderful sets of changes have been 
rung, and the longest ever rung was that of 
Easter Sunday, 1909, when, at Loughborough, 
a peal of 18,027 changes was rung in twelve 
hours eighteen minutes. It is interesting to 
note that Mr; Gabriel Lindoff, who took part 
in thi& ringing and composed the changes, is 
now the conductor in 8t. Patrick's. 

It is simple to follow the order of ringing 
on paper, but in the belfry the ringing is too 
rapid “to. follow. - Twenty-four changes of 
twelve bells each are rung per minute, and 
‘the ringers have to work very rapidly. From 
time to time the conductor shouts ‘‘Bob!”’, 
which ‘is the order to make a variation in the 
changes according to a prearranged pro- 
gramme. ) 

The bells themselves weigh, with their 
mountings, up to three tons, and the strain 
which these swinging weights imposes on the 
tower is very great.

Mr. Garvin concludes a very able and 
closely reasoned article by stating that 
“ British politics are founded on practical 
judgment, not on theoretical logic.

have equal consideration, including norma! 
facilities for dissolution at such time as 
it may request. But Labour makes itself 
as ridiculous as the other two when it 
talks of its ‘rights’ to govern. It has no 
such right. No party representing less 
than a third of the polled votes, and no 
more than a quarter of the whole country, 
can claim such a right. Still more absurd 
is Mr. Asquith’s grandiose bid for later 
office in the name of Liberalism, which 
secured the least share of national con- 
fidence at the polls, and is quite unlikely 
to enjoy any larger share in the future. 
No Government can have any sufficient 
authority in the present Parliament. After 
a breathing space of some six months or 
less the restoration of majority rule by 
another national vote will be the first 
imperative of public interests.” 


Mr. Asqaith’s Problem. 


H Mr. Asquith should read the article, 
he will have much to think about during 
the week-end ; for it puts forward a view 
which he has not at any rate publicly 
acknowledged.

It 
is known, however, that such a meeting is 
desired by a number of Conservative 
members, who are anxious to know exactly 
where the party stands, and how it came 
to. be shipwrecked on the shoals of Pro- 
tection without warning. The party air 
will scarcely be clea until there has 
been such a meeting, in order that mem- 
bers may speak their minds, and numerous 
members are of opinion that the sooner 
such a meeting can be held the better.

He could see that things were pretty 
hopeless, but he did his best to render as much 
service as possible. After a short time the 
whole of the club-room was in flames. 

The Coroner—Did you see Nicholson and 
Davies in the club-room’? I would not like to 
say. ‘The whole of the party rushed out with 
me, and Nicholson and Davies were among 
thém.. When the alarm was given the tw: 
men were in his (witness's) room.. He left 
them there when he rushed out. 

The Coroner—I am glad to hear you say 
that.
